BOYNE CITY - Three 
Boyne City juveniles were 
apprehended March 27, by 
the Boyne City Police De- 
partment for extensive dam- 
age to the city’s Maple 


Lawn cemetery. The youths - 


have confessed to the crime, 
according to the police de- 
partment. Two of the juve- 
niles are Boyne City High 
School students. 

The names of the 16-year- 
olds are not being released 
and as of Monday, no 
charges had yet been 
brought by Charlevoix 
County Prosecutor John 
Jarema. He said his office 
had not received. the neces- 


sary paperwork from the- 


police department. 

Police Chief Randy 
Howard said Monday the 
paperwork would likely go 
to the prosecutor that day. 
The charges requested will 
be malicious destruction of 
property and larceny, 
Howard said. 

Some time late on March 
24, about 75: headstones 
were knocked over and 
damaged, along with nu- 
merous pots and plant hold- 
ers, according to police. A 
small statue was found in 
the home of one of the ju- 
veniles. 

The community has been 
saddened by the destruction. 
Some families have taken it 
upon themselves to repair 
what they can. But, many of 
the headstones await arrival
